HOW NARROWLY wholesale tragedy 
was averted in Mississippi can neveT be 
known with precision. Between the vio¬ 
lent bigotry of the whites and the long 
pent-up frustration of the Negroes the 
lines between sullen order and outright 
slaughter was paper thin. 

The man who would bave borne the 
rlame for disaster. Attorney General 
Nicholas Katzenbach, kept an anxious 
watch over the weekend until tha big 
rally et Jackson, the state capital, was 
ended. Critics, and not alone on the 
left of the civil rights movement, in¬ 
creasingly complained that In Mississippi 
katzenbach failed to use the tools pro¬ 
vided in the Federal Voting Rights Act 

I f 1965 to register Negro voters. 

The Attorney General confronts In 
Mississippi a sovereign power In Senator 
James Eastland. That power extends 
far beyond his fiefdom of Sunflower 
County to the Senate of the United 
States and his chairmanship of the 
Judiciary Committee with obstruction 
’S not outright veto over the appoint¬ 
ments of Federal Judge* and o«ttoer as¬ 
pects of the judicial and law enforce¬ 
ment machinery.

i WHEN Solicitor General Thurgood 
Marshall went before the Supreme 
Court, acting on the insriuctions of the 
Attorney General, to confess that a 
listening device had been put in the 
hotel suite of Fred B. Black Jr., con¬ 
victed of Income tax evasion, he opened 
the door a crack Into a dark malodorous 
room. In this extraordinary confession 
Marshall said (hat the device was 
planted without authority from the At¬ 
torney General. Meanwhile, Richard 
Harwood, in a series of articles in The 
Washington Post, has revealed more 
than anyone else that the cloud over 
a case far more important than that 
fof Black is still impenetrable. 

If Black can get his conviction re¬ 
versed because of the illicit wire tap, 
then Robert G. (Bobby) Baker, charged 
4ith theft and evasion, stands a chance 
getting off on the same ground. 
Baker's attorneys allege “massive wire- 
lapping" was the basis for the indict- 
pient. The Department of Justice has 
now entered a denial, stating that all the 
evidence was “legally obtained." But it

On July 1, 1966, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, ascertained that 
Martin Luther King, Jr., had contacted Stanley Levison on that 
date. According to the source, they discussed King*s desire 
to write an article in a national magazine restating his 
philosophy of non-violence. Levison told King that such 
magazines are not interested in a restatement but are looking for 
something different. King stated that he wanted to clarify 
many misconceptions that have developed concerning his philosophy, 
to explain why a mood of violence has come into being as regards 
the Negro freedom movement, and then move into the question of <f 
"defensive violence". King stated there is no military solution^ 
to the Negro problem.^ 

Levison maintained that a magazine of smaller 
circulation might accept such an article. He contended that 
civil rights as an issue does not have the centrality it did 
previously and that, therefore, magazines .are not interested 
because they feel their readers are not that much, interested. 
Levison suggested that a restatement of King*s philosophy of non¬ 
violence could be properly done in a book and that it was time<~^ 
*»rwthpr b^ok by Kiiig. King said he would work on the book^P

King and Levison also discussed the possibility of 
getting out another fund-appeal mailing. It was Levlso^s 
opinion that such an appeal should be held off until Septentijer, 
1966, since appeals had been made in April and May, 1966. 

Levison noted that the Summer of 1966 promised to be 
sparse from a standpoint of income unless some special efforts 
could be generated. He insisted that the financial situation 
has to be watched very carefully and that they must become 
very selective about projects. Levison blamed the current 
financial squeeze on a combination of the war in Vietnam and 
the impression the anti-poverty program has created. He 
explained that a large number of the liberal elements have 
moved to another issue (the Vietnam war) while a large number 
of the elements in the Negro community have moved over to 
"a kind of social welfare approach" (the anti-poverty program}^ 

King agreed that there is a serious problem but felt 
there are sources of income that have not been tapped. Levison 
commented on the inroads that have been made on this fund-raising 
efforts by the anti-poverty program. He asserted that ministers 
have become an arm of this program with the result that not only 
is money lost but dedicated men are removed from the mass action^ 
ranks. ^ 


Levison posed the question of the proper method to 
be pursued under the existing conditions. He stated that to 
proceed on the old basis could be fatal. He noted as examples 
the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) and the Student Nonvioleht 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC). He;said that as they die they 
will become noisier and more militant in their expression. He 
said that "we" (the SCLC) should avoid finding less and less 
interest by repeating old slogans and the call for action of 
another period. Levison felt that it is vitally important to 
hold a "retreat" to examine this question and King agreed. 

They decided, tentatively, to hold this "retreat" in Chicago^fi^ 
the week before the convention of the SCLC scheduled for the first 
week in August (in Atlanta, Georgia). 


King and Levison also agreed to explore the 
possibility of Federal grants as a source of funds as well as 
grants from foundations. ^

On May 10, 190b, a confidential source, wno has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., had been Invited to give the 
baccalaureate address at the graduation exercises at Bryn 
Mawr College, Bryn Mawr, Pa., on May 29, 19bb. 


This same source subsequently advised that KING 
planned to arrive in Philadelphia on May 29 , I960, at 
approximately 5:00 p.m. via chartered plane from New York. 
He was to be met at the airport and driven in a chartered 
limousine to Bryn Mawr College where he would give the 
baccalaureate address. KING planned on returning to New 
York that same evening. 

On page three of the May 30> 19bb, issue of "The 
Philadelphia Inquirer," a daily newspaper in Philadelphia, 
Pa., appeared an article entitled, "KING Suggests Route to 
Peace at Bryn Mawr." This article further reflects that 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., in a baccalaureate address at 
Bryn Mawr College, Bryn Mawr, Pa., on Sunday, May 29 , 

19bb, placed heavy accent on world affairs. He stated that 
Red China must be admitted to the United Nations. Such a 
move must precede a negotiated settlement of the Vietnam 
conflict because the Chinese Communists would be able to 
speak for the Viet Cong. R^e claims his visit to India last 
year convinved him the United States would serve humanity 
better by putting food In the mouths of needy nations 
rather than military bases on their soil. 

KING asserted the American Negro is freer today 
than at any time in his history. To expand to that 
freedom non-violence is the most important thing for the 
Negro today. ‘The Negro can get much by not resorting to 
violence. He encouraged the graduates to direct their 
energies to assisting the poor. The graduates are sorely 
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MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 


needed in the outside world to help those such as he saw 
going hungry in India. 

On June 10, 1900, this same confidential source 
advised that KINO was approximately 40 minutes late 
arriving at Bryn Mawr College and the baccalaureate ser¬ 
vices were delayed until his arrival. KING left the campus 
shortly after his address.

King agreed that Stokley would give them trouble all 
along and he e;qpressed opinion that it was good that Stokley did 
not have a large following. King said Stokley complained that 
the SCLC was getting all the publicity and that Stokley was 
bitter because he feels the press has painted him as a black Jl 
nationalist and a racist. 

The conference then shifted to demands made on the 
Federal Government by the civil rights leaders. In that regard. 
King opined that "they" (civil rights organizations) would not 
be able to get the billions of dollars they wanted on a freedom 
budget largely because of Vietnam. 

Levlson, in commenting on Stokley and McKissick, said 
the best way to bu;ry their doctrine was for people like Rustin 
and white people to go down there (to the march in Mississippi). 
Rustin said he was undecided about going, but said he would 
recontact King on Monday (June 13, 1966;. 

King said he would like to bring into the march some 
people from Chicago, but said he was reluctant to do so, since^ 
the SCLC was so low on funds. ^ 


Levlson, at King ! s request, agreed to raise funds for 
the purpose of aiding the march. He requested ICing’s permission 
to run an advertisement in "The New York Times” to raise funds 
for the march. King granted permission, cautioning, however, 
that it be done for ’’Meredith Mississippi March Fund”, not 
under name of SCLC.

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On June 8, 1966, Matthew Ahmann, National 
Director, National Catholic Conference For interracial " ~ 
Justice, (NCC) Chicago, advised that he has been in contact 
with various NCC offices throughout the United States and 
the NCC has not yet determined what course of action it 
will take concerning the Mississippi march. 

Ahxnann advised the NCC is prepared to devote the 
same effort to Mississippi as was given to Selma, Alabama 
when they recruited thousands of priests, nuns, and lay 
workers throughout the United States to participate in 
the Alabama march. 

Ahmann advised that the desires of the various 
rivil rights organizations v/i 31 be considered as well as the 
possible desirability of clergy participating to preclude 
violence. He anticipated a decision being made within 
the next few days. 
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CONFIKNTIAL 
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In connection with the above, a local Chicago News¬ 
paper, the "Chicago Daily , edition of June 7, 1966, 

contained an article reflect\ng that the Union To End Slums, 
described as an affiliate of the SCLC, has called for a rally 
in Chicago on June 10, 1966, to .aise funds to send 
bus leads of marchers to Mississippi as a result of the 
Meredith incident. This meeting was to be held at the Chicago 
SCDC Headquarters, 3101 West Warren Avenue. 

A representative of this group was quoted as having 
stated it is hoped that buses can be chartered " to send 
hundreds of civil rights volunteers" to join a march there to 
be lead by Dr. King.
